ROBERT  H  ALL  b  M  v*is  indited  attheiaft 
Aflizes,  for  Hampfhire,  for  the  wilfut  Mur¬ 
der  of  Jane,  his  wire,  fhe  being  then  big  with  child 
by  throwing  her  out  of  a  window,  one  pair  of  flairs 
t}ighj  upon  a  done  pavement,  whereby  fhe  received 
ffeyefal  mortal  bruifes,  of  which  fhe  a l mod  inflant* 
]y  died,  December,  9th. 

The  firft  witnefs  called,  was  Charles  Bird,  the 
prifoner's  apprentice,  who  beiug  fwbrn,  depofed  as 
follows  :  ’  On  Wednesday,  Lee.  9,  about  11  at 
night,  1  went  to  bed  and  fell  afleep*  but  was  waked 
by  anoife  about  half  pall  12.  I  heard  my  miftrefe 
in  the doom  under  me  cry>  Murder  !

A  friend  ofhisi,  who  vifited.himin  prifort,  and  ac¬ 
companied  him  to*  the  place  of  execution  h4k 
voufed  Us  with  the  following  account. 

*  Robert  Hallam,  was  34  years  of  age,  of  honeft 
parents,  who  lived  near  him,  had  a  good  education1 
ferved  his  time  at  lea,  ftud#ud  navigation,  arid  foihe- 
times  he  went  as  mate,  and  behaved  himfelf  always1 
well  fct  fea£*h  expert.  knowing  tailor,  was  »  gfrbdl 
manager  of  what  he  gained,  very  honeft  ip  his’ditav. 
lings,  and  behaved  discreetly,  and  clvfl  to  evtry 
body,  had  a  good  chafa&er  to  the  neighbourhood 
and  was  beloved  and refpe&ed  by  his  acquaintance 
About  12  or  i 4 years  ago,  he  married  a  wife,  the
